S. Color Chart). | have liked this flower 
better each year for the four seasons it has 
bloomed. It has a very fine plant, with dis- 
ease resistant blue green leaves. The very 
straight 38-inch bloom stem, which usually 
has three huge flowers open at one time, 
has never required staking. There are three 
buds in each bud socket which produce from 
12 to 15 flowers on each main bloom stem. 
This gives a very long season of bloom. It 
begins with the early bloomers, and at the 
end of the season is still blooming—the last 
flowers as large and beautiful as the first.

This peach pink flower with tangerine beard 
is carried on a strong well-branched 38-inch 
stem. A main bloom stem produces 12 
flowers. The flowers are large, of good sub- 
stance, wide clean haft, semi-flaring falls, 
and closed standards. The plant is large, 
vigorous, winter hardy, and has blue-green 
foliage. A medium increaser.

This deep rose pink self, with a bright tan- 
gerine red beard, is a new color in Iris — 
"Bengal Rose" in the R.H.S. Color Charts. 
The flowers are large and have a thickness 
of petal seen in few Iris. The haft is very 
wide; free from markings. Falls are round 
and flaring with a rippled edge. Standards 
are well formed and hold together firmly. 
Flowers are well spaced on a strong nicely- 
branched 36-inch stalk. Plants are large 
and vigorous with good foliage.

No. 46-35 — 44-43 X Zantha 


A truly new flower and combination of 
color in the Iris world. The buds are bright 
yellow because the under side of the open 
tall is yellow and the top side is faced with 
white. The heart of the flower is bright 
yellow, which shades off to almost white at 
the bottom of the falls and the top of the 
standards. Both standards and falls are 
ruffled. The haft is very wide with gold 
threads radiating trom the yellow beard. 
It blooms very late in the season; is winter 
hardy; 38-inches tall.

A large, wide petaled flower of bright red, 
with a small yellow throat.

Semi- 
evergreen. Fertile both ways.

No. 52-40 — Vespers X No. 149-14 


No. T49-14 is North Star X Joanna Hutchins 


A very large, wide petaled ivory yellow self 
of ivory texture. The flower is wide open, 
with reflexed and curled petals and sepals. 
It is an evening bloomer which stays open 
all night, and all the next day. Does not 
fade until the new flower opens in the eve- 
ning. The flowers are carried on strong 
straight scapes 38 inches tall. Good plant; 
semi-evergreen; fertile both ways.
